tion of Peace in this Nation; and have endea- 
voured to prove, That the Government and 
the Diffentersare Eafie, and that nothing can 
now Obftruét the Publick Peace, but what muft 
arife from fome People that are Uneafie at 
fome part of our prefent Eftablifhment. 

Thefe muft be Uneafie at one of thefe two 
Things; 

Either atthe Succeffion 5 or, 

At the 7oleration. 

And really, Gentlemen, they that are Unea- 
fie at either of thefe, merit no other Regard 


from this Government, but to be Supprefs’d and 
‘Redue’d to fuch aCondition, that their Unea- 


finefs may not be counted Confiderable enough, 
to give the Government any Uneatinefs. 

The Succeffion and Toleration, are the two 
Foundation Pillars on which this Nations Peace 
is firmly Built they are fetled by the Joynt 
Confent of the King, Lords, and Commons; 
the prefent Queen has Declar’d her Refolution 
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to maintain them, fhe has promifed one to the 
Church of England, and the other to the Dif- 


Senterss one is the Churches Security, againft 


Fire and Faggot, the other is the Dijfenters Se- 
Curity againft Fines, Imprifonments, and all 
the Extravagancies of Private Oppreflion and 
Perfecution. 

For the obtaining thefe, what Blood, what 
Treafure hasbeen expended ? What Struggles 
has this Nation made? In what Convullions has 
it caft the State ? 300000 Lives, 70 Millions of 
Money have been loft in thefe 15 Years War, 


“to fettle ws upon thefe Foundations: For this 


the Church has Depofed their King, and 
Thrown off the State Mask of Paflive Obedi- 
ence, and reaffum’d her Ancient Principles of 
Natural Right, and Self Defence; itis to fup- 
port this, we ftill carry on a War with France, 
and Confederating with all the reft of the Pow- 
ers of Europe, Vigoroufly Contend with the 
Houle of Bourbon, 

For what does the Church Faft and Pray up- 
on all Occafions ? For what Triumphand Re- 
pyce ? For what does the Queen Exhort the 
S:ates, raife Taxes, the Armies Fight, and the 
Englifh Blood Annually Stream out in Defperate 
Engagements, in Foreign and Remote Coun- 
tries? It is all to Maintain and Secure a Prote- 
fiant Succeffion, and a Peaceable Toleration. 

And ic is very obfervable in all Cafes where 
thefe things come upon the Stage, the Enemies 
of one, arethe- Enemies of theother- There 
is a Gentleman has undertaken to Review this 
Argument, and tells me, Iam miftaken when I 
fay, The Roman Catbolicks and Nonejurors do 
not with the Eftablifhment of the Church.
